Mr. Cotton was then asked if the park 
belonged to the province what, would be 
done with it. Mr. Cotton again said it 
would have to be put up and sold to tli 
highest bidder. 

"Then," Mr. Martin said, "Vancouver 
may find itself in u line fix some day. 
with the water cut off from it." 

Mr. Cotton then said that Victoria 
wanted some reserve, too. and if one got 
it the other would have to get it. which 
could not bo done, as their policy was 
put everything up for public competition. 

At that point Mr. Martin called the at- 

tentl if the delegates to the telegram 

front Mr. Cotton to the mayor of Van- 
couver signed in the name of the govern- 
ment, which Mr. Martin said was not 
from the government at all. but from 
Mr. Cotton himself. 

Mr. Cotton answered that it was from 
Mr. Semlin and himself, as none of the 
other members of the government were 
in Victoria at thai time. 

Mr. Martin said it was not from Mr. 
Semlin al all; it was from Mr. Cotton 
himself. 

Mr. Semlin said nothing. 

Mr. Cotton asked Mr. Martin not to 
talk like that before these gentlemen. 

Mr. Martin said he would, as he want- 
ed to put himself right before the dele- 
gates. He maintained that there was 
nothing to hinder the withdrawal of the 
injunction and letting Mr. Ludgate go on 
with the building of the mill, but Mr. 
Cotton said it could not be done. 

Mr. Woodward, thee bairmau, read 
two telegrams from Mr. Tisdall and Mr. 
Macpherson, endorsing tile resolution 
asking thai Mr. Ludgate be allowed to 
go on with his mill: that, he pointed out, 
made three of the members for Vancou- 
ver in f; vor of the resolution and only 
Mr. Cotton against them. The whole 
thing amounts to this: If Mr. Ludgate's 
lease from the Dominion government is 
null and void then the title to Stanley 
park, being an order-in-council from the 
Dominion government in 1SS7. is- also 
null and void, and the position the 
citizens of Vancouver find them in is 
simply that they are without a park, 
without 11 recreation ground, without a 
public drive, nnd the reservoir erected 
lit slleh an enormous expense to secure 
11 supply of water in the event of sudden 
emergency is no longer the property of 
the city, nor is the pipe line on the city's 
property, according to Mr. Cotton's 
theory and the action taken by the pro- 
vincial government. If the province owns 
the park and if Mr. Cotton's view of put- 
ting up at public auction is carried out, 
Vancouver will have to repurchase the 
rights she has already so dearly bought 
to secure to the city the Witter supply. 

With the argument of the chairman 
of the delegation the attorney-general 
acquiesced, nnd stated to the cabinet that 
to bo consistent it was their duty to 
issue an injunction forthwith prohibiting 
the city, of Vancouver from using Stan- 
ley park. 

The publication of this statement is 
supposed to be a challenge from Mr. 
Martin for a fight; to a finish for political 
supremacy in Vancouver, between him- 
self and his rival, Mr. Cotton. 

The Dondmnn's island injunction got 
its usual adjournment to-day. Mrs.

SUGAR TRUST'S COMPLAINT. 

Not IliUf Enough Protection For Their 
Product and Too Much For 
Manufacturers Generally. 

Washington, June 14. — Mr. Henry 
Ilavemeyer, president of the American 
Sugar Refining Co., was examined by 
the industrial commission to-day in con- 
nection with its investigation of trusts. 
His testimony related almost wholly to 
the sugar industry, and he- opened with 
a vigorous attack upon the customs tariff 
which he declared was the " mother of 
all trusts," becoming such by providing 
"an inordinate protection to manufac- 
tured articles." He asserted that a 
tariff of 10 per cent, was us high as any 
tariff should be. He contended that 
sugar was discriminated against in the 
tariff in the interest of the Louisiana 
enne-growers, the beet sugar makers and 
the sugar growers of the Hawaiian 
islands. To these interests, ho contended, 
the United States contributed $24,000,- 
0(111, which was taken out of the pockets 
of the people. 'Fhe protection on sugar 
amounted to only one-eighth of a cent a 
pound, or about .TA per cent, ad valorem. 
It ought to be twice as much. " What 
the sugar refining business has paid or 
is paying represents nothing more than 
an adequate return on the capital in- 
vested," he said. What congress should 
have done was to have put an internal 
revenue tax on the American production 
of sugar. The representations made in 
congress concerning the trust, he de- 
clared, were untrue, and if it was a fact 
that the people suffered from trusts they 
must blame the protective tariff system, 
of which the trusts wen- merely the 
machinery.

Montreal, June 14.— The Dominion de- 
feated the Yankee to-day in the third of 
the races for the Boss cup, winning over 
a course two miles to the windward and 
return, three times around, by two min- 
utes and twenty-eight seconds. A brisk 
northeast wind blew throughout the race, 
al times reaching a moderate gale. The 
race was a line one to watch, the bund- 
ling of both boats being superb. 

The Yankee made a good showing in 
the last round, gaining six seconds in the 
beat to windward on the Dominion in a 
light wind, and 00 seconds on the last 
run home, but: the Dominion's lead was 
too great to overcome. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, June 14.— In answer to Sir 
Hibbert Tapper to-day, the Postmaster- 
General explained that when the United 
States were desirous of establishing a 
mail .service through Canadian territory 
to Alaska the Canadian government ilid 
not care to allow them to exercise such 
sovereign lights but agreed that the Am- 
erican contractor should have a nomi- 
nal contract from the Cunrfdlan govern- 
ment. 'This contractor did carry some 
Canadian mails but Canada paid him 
nothing therefor. Mr. Mulock' under 
cross-examination admitted that Ameri- 
can contractor Richardson did not give 
satisfaction to the States and the result 
was thai the Canadian mails entrusted to 
him were also somewhat delayed. 

Yukon Affairs. 

Mr. Si f ton admitted that none of the 
officials in Yukon are under bond al- 
though many are handling large sums of 
public money. The statute requires such 
officials to give bonds, but Mr. Sifton 
lias not .seen lit to enforce the law. 

Col. Prior will ask if the government 
intends this session to constitute the 
Supremo Court of British Columbia an 
appellate court for Yukon. 

Darcy Island Lepers. 

In committee 011 the supplementary 
estimates for the year just closing Mr. 
Montague called attention to the condi- 
tion of the lepers on Darcy island. lie 
suggested that they he removed to the 
lazaretto at Triicudla. 

Mr. Fisher, the minister interested, 
said matters relating to the public health 
were for the provincial authorities. ' He 
doubted whether it would be wise to 
create a precedent by sending them to 
Tracadie. 

Dr. Montague said he was told the lep- 
ers on Darcy island were not well cared 
for. They were only a few of them and 
there was small chance of their numbers 
increasing. 

Col. Prior said these lepers were well 
housed and visited occasionally by the 
health authorities of Victoria to set; if 
they wanted anything. They were in as 
good circumstances as could be. It had 
been stated that Chinamen were visiting 
I he island and buying vegetables from 
the lepers, which practice of course would 
be very da nget'oits. 

Mr. Fisher said the disease was not 
entirely dying out, as new cases had 
been discovered within the last couple of 
years. He could not see any reason for 
offering to release the provincial authori- 
ties from their responsibility in the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Mulock's Friend. 

An animated discussion occurred when 
Mr. Mulock read a letter frrttn a politi- 
cal friend named McLaughlin who is 
charged with securing a rake-off of 20 
per cent, from farmers in settling claims 
for land damages on Uic Trent Canal. 

Speaker Edgar ruled Mr. Mulock was 
in order. 

Subsequently Mr. Foster and Sir Hib- 
bert Tapper showed the Speaker he was 
clearly wrong according to parliament- 
ary usage', and Edgar withdrew his rul- 
ing. 

Buffulo Protection, 

Mr. Sifton introduced a bill to-day to 
amend the unorganized territories game 1 
preservation net of 18D4. The bill is to 
extend for a further period of years 
the protection given to buffalo in unor- 
ganized territories. The present, law has 
been found effective and has resulted in 
an increase In the number of buffalo, 

Yukon Moils Again, 

At the evening sitting, at which fair 
progress was made with the supplement- 
ary estimates there was further criticism 
of the Yukon mail service. Mr. Mulock 
coming in for much adverse comment. 
The bouse adjourned at midnight, 
Life Insurance Reserves. 

Mr, Fielding's bill to amend the in-, 
surance act was considered by the hank- 
ing committee this morning. It provides 
that on all new business the insurance 
companies shall keep the reserve on the 
basis of 3% per cent, earning on invest- 
ments.

Warning From Dutch Govern, 
ment That H5s Course Leads 
to Trouble.

Loudon, June 15,— The correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph at The Hague 
says: "The Dutch government has sent 
President Kruger a remonstrance res- 
pecting the disastrous consequence* that 
are likely to follow persistence in his 
present policy." 

Though sensational papers are making 
muc h of the blue hook on the Transvaal 
negotiations issued last night, in which 
the British high commissioner, r>ir Alfred 
Miliier, practically due-lured it beyond 
doubt u ease for British intervention in 
.the Transvaal, the reply of Mr. Chamber- 
lain to the petition of the Uitlanders, 
removes many apprehensions. The text 
■shows it did not contain threats, which 
was rumored but demonstrates that there 
is, therefore, time for a compromise. 

Pretoria, .lane 14.— The Volksraad has 
resolved to accept President Kruger' s 
franchise proposals and refer them to the 
people before putting them into opera- 
tion. President Kruger, ill thanking the 
raad, said that in these troublesome 
times they could not know what was 
going to happen. England had not made 
even one little concession, and he could 
not give more. He reminded the raad 
thai Germany had always stood by them. 
War, he asserted, he did not want, but 
he would not relinquish anything more. 

The trial of the alleged former British 
officers who were arrested at Johannes- 
burg on May It! on the charge of high 
treason, in having attempted to enrol 
wen. with a view to a rebellious outbreak, 
which began here on .Tune !>, terminated 
to-day. The prisoners were remanded. 

Brussels, June 14.— Dr. Leyds. the rep- 
resentative in Europe of the Transvaal 
Republic, received to-day the following 
conciliatory despatch from Pretoria: 

"The government dues not make arbi- 
tration a condition of concessions even 
as regards the franchise, independently 
of Great Britain's acceptance or non- 
acceptance of arbitration."

POINOARE FOR PREMIER. 

He Aceeode.s to President Lonbet's Re- 
pealed Requests and Is Now As- 
sembling a Ministry. 

Paris. June 14.— President Loubet re- 
ceived M. Poincare this- morning for the 
purpose of again urging him to form a 
new cabinet. M. Poincare asked for 
'further time to deliberate, promising a 
definite reply at I! o'clock. M. Poin- 
care had consultations this afternoon 
with MM. Ribot. Sarrien, Mline. Petral 
and Brisson, and later asked the Presi- 
dent to grain him until to-morrow as he 
'had yet to see certain statesmen. 

This morning's interview between 
^President Loubet and M. Poincare lust- 
ed half an hour. M. Poincare declared 
that for several years he had kepi aloof 
from politics and party strife, and was 

wholly unprepared lo n pi, under the 

1 present circumstances, the responsibility 
•of premiership. M. Loubet, however, in- 
sisted, pointing out I hat ju.-t for these 
reasons nil tactions of Republican- would 
accept his leadership more readily, add- 
ing thai both the president of the senate, 
M. Pellieres, mid the president of the 
chamber. M. Deschu nnel, had clearly 
pointed him out as the man besi litted 
to realize the concentration of Republi- 
cans, Finally M. Loubet appealed lo M. 
Poincare's patriotism, and Hie hitter 
thereupon consented to consult his 
friends. 



THE ARBITRATION SCHEMES. 

Germany Prefers the Czar's First Sug- 
, gestion— Rules For Naval Warfare. 

The Hague. June 14.— The Red Cross 
sub-committee of the peace conference 
has reported in fuvor of applying the 
■Geneva convention to naval warfare. 
This is regarded us a highly important 
advantage. 

The refusal of Croat Britain to accept 
the stipulations of the Brussels Confer- 
•e/nce if they should be made definite, 
would not prevent the other powers 
from pledging themselves to action in the 
matter. There is no doubt that the 
Brussels Conference sub-committee will 
reach a practical result, but it i.s possible 
some of the powers, while reserving the 
right, to apply the new stipulations when 
necessary, may not. consent Lo bind 
.themselves forthwith. 

Berlin, June 1-1. --The North Herman 
Gazette, referring to the recent declara- 
tion of Prof. /,orn, of the German dele- 
gation to the peace conference, respect- 
ing Germany's attitude toward Hie pro- 
pose! to establish a permanent arbitra- 
tion tribunal, says: " Prof. Zorn con- 
fined himself lo saying tbtu I he idea of 
■a | K»r m a lieu I tribunal, although not with- 
out importance, also involved clangers 
which under certain conditions wore 
more likely to produce ivar than peace. 
In his opinion Hie Geruiaji government 
would regard these dangers as out- 
weighing other considerations, and would 
not. agree to the idea of a permanent 
tribunal. Germany, however. would 
perhaps be able to accept Russia's orig- 
ingal proposition, he said, for the estab- 
lishment of a court of arbitration only 
as cases may arise, and after agreement 
on the pari of the disputants. There- 
fore he must formally move for the res- 
toration of the original Russian propo 
sal contained in article 111.

SI'NK IN COLLISION. 

German Steamship Sent to the Bottom' 
Off Lous Branch— No Lives Lost, 

New York, June 13.— The Old Domin- 
ion steamship Hamilton, which sailed 
from New York to-day for Norfolk anil 
Newport News, ran into the German.! 
steamship Macedonia, just off Long 
Branch, It is supposed that the .Mace- 
donia subsequently sank. The Hamil- 
ton had on board a large number of pas- 
sengers. 

At 5:55 this afternoon, while proceed- 
ing at reduced speed and sounding her 
w histle, the Hamilton suddenly ran into 
ihe Macedonia, striking her on the star- 
board side about the engine and cutting 
into her hull V2 feet. The shock was 
tcnilie. and indescribable confusion pre- 
Vil ilcd for a time. 

Order was finally restored on the 
Hamilton, and the crew were sent to 
their quarters. The Macedonia's crew 
got out their boats us tin- disabled boat 
drifted away from the Hamilton. 

Those taken aboard the Did Dominion 
liner were three passengers— Captain 
Mo*cs Walton. D. S. V.; Bernard T. 
Hansen and A. L. Ebberty— and Hi of 
the German steamer's crew, including 
H. Maa.t, the mate, and H. (Vrnhnrdt. 
and II. Leon, chief engineer and second 
engineer, respectively. 

One bout was missing, lost in the 
fog. This boat contained Cnpt. Kuffahl, 
Second Officer Goodknecht, three pas- 
sengers, Charles W. Morris, F. W. 
Wright and Herman Brandt, and eight, 
seamen. After sounding her whistle for 
a long time anil the boat not appearing, 
dipt. Dole decided to return to i>ort, as 
his vessel was seriously damaged. 

The last seen of the Macedonia she 
was rolling and surging in the water, 
and was evidently in a sinking, condition. 
The Macedonia is u chartered vessel, in. 
the service of the Ward Line, and Hies, 
the German flag. She carried a full 
cargo of sugar from Cuban ports.

The yawl boat containing Idle mate 
and five persons from the Macedonia, 
which was reported missing last night, 
landed safely at a late hour at. John 
ECennessy's fishing ranch. 

The sunken steamer lii-s in about 45 
feet of water in an upright position. 
There is a big hole in her bow. She 
bus a cargo of sugar and other mer- 
chandise.

RIOTING IN INDIA. 

Native TrilM-s in Fierce Conflict ami 
Several Large Villages Burned. 

Bombay, June 13. — The riots in T'rane- 
velley district of Madras, presidency be- 
tween the Maravars and KullaJS on the 
one band and the Shumrai on the other, 
are assuming alarming proportions, Tliey 
have already spread over an area of 100 
square miles. 

Several large villages have been 
burned almost under the eyes of the 
troops, who were summoned from 
Trichiuopolis. The soldiers scarcely 
succeeded in saving the lives of the vil- 
lagers. The uprising and burning con- 
tinues. 

NEW RICHMOND'S WOE. 

Constant Procession of Funerals to. th» 
Little Cemetery of the 
Ruined Town. 

New Richmond, Wis., June 14— Tliirty- 
t.wo new graves were made to-day in the 
little cemetery of the town, a constant 
procession of funerals threading, the 
passage through the littered streets nil 
day long. There are still a large num- 
ber of unburied dead, and but for the 
fact that n large number of coffins tailed 
to arrive to-dny, it i.s likely the number 
of funerals -would have been close lo 
IRty. 

It is believed the greatest mortality in 
any one place during the cyclone occur- 
red in the basement of the hardwire 
store of Mark Williams- This store 
was at one of the prominent business 
corners, and w hoi the storm npprouched,. 
a large Dumber of persons lied to the 
basement and were overwhelmed. Sev- 
eral bodies have already been taken out. 
but it is estimated that fully a dozen 
dead are still in the ruins. 

Fully 100 corpses, twice as many 
mangled people. 40 acres of piles- of 
brick, slivered plunks, scattered heaps 
of household goods, dead horses, through 
which Ihe wind has driven tin- sharp 
splinters of boards, smouldering fires 
where houses stood previous to the 
cyclone, and in I he midst of it all, trees 
as bare of leaves as ever in winter, and 
for tin- most part stripped of bark— this 
is what the funnel of death wrought pi 
the space of three minutes upon the 
town of New Richmond.

SALMON OF ALASKA. 



Interesting Facts From the Re- 
port of United States Fish 
Commissioners. 



From tlie s(i fjoulu Globe-Democrat. 

Washington, dime 1. — A study of the nest- 
building uud other curious habits of Alaskan 
salmon has 'been engaging the uUenUeu of j 
the United States lish commissioner recent- 
ly. "It bus become apparent that, uotwlth- ! 
s'.nndlng the almost Incredible number of 
those valuable fishes now caught annually 
111 the streams of L'uclc Wain's arctic prtIV- ! 
luce, the time will arrive before very long 
when the kic^h Industry depending upon 
thejn Will be ruined by reckless. Uiothods 
of destruction, uud it cau only be revival 
by the artificial hatching ot the species. 
Hence the Importance of acquiring dellulto 
knowledge with regard W their life his i 
lory, though much of pWa In all probublllty 
will remain forever uncertain, Inasmuch ' 
as the salmon pass most of their time In 
the oceun— Where and bow nobody can say— 
going to the sen when they have attained 
a length of fo".ir or live Inches, and not 
returning therefrom until they are ready 
to spawn uud to ale. 

One of the strangest things about these 
Ilsbus is that the reproduction of their kind 
means death to them. A shad swims up 
the Potomac or the Delaware, deposits her 
spawn -and- if not captured in a net— re- 
turns to tier home la the ocean. On tin' 
other hand, the salmon, both female and 
mula when ubelr breeding time arrives, 
cuter -a river, vigorous and brilllnnt-sculcd, 
ami, after a short time spent Ln fresh wa- 
ter, are transformed into mere wrecks of 
their formed selves. Having built their 
noxts uud laid their eggs, they .perish, not 
one returning to salt water, out of all tin; 
myriads that have ascended the stream. 

The gigantic development of this Alnskun 
Blshcry may be Judged from tin.' fact that 
the average salmon output of the waters 
•of the territory per annum for eai 
.purposes is about 47,1100,000 pounds— ai 
estimate which does hot Include lurgi 
quantities that are salted. Jn round nuin 
bers, the output Is worth $:i,O0O,(KX> a yea:

derful, nearly everything being done by ma- 
chinery. The salmon iiru cut up by ma- 
chine, after being opened and cleaned by 
hand, mill arc put Into the^enns by ma- 
chine, it single piece of hlecutih'siri lining 
:t.s.(ioo of the 1-pound receptacles in a day. 
Sonm canneries have as many as four of 
these lining machines In constant operation 
during the season, with a proportionate out- 
put. One such apparatus consists of a plat- 
form on which the empty cans are placed 
and fed. each one reaching a certain posi- 
tion In Its turn. One man, standing over- 
head, feeds tin- cut lish Into a hopper, 
through which the material Is conveyed In- 
to the can beneath, By the gentle pressure 
of a piston It Is forced Into the can, w'lero- 
upou a movement of the machine traus-^fs 
the tilled v^se) to n table, no. empty one 
tai^ug it* plaoe, The movement Is so rapid 
that a coutlntnrt!» stream of tilled fans Is 
poured, as iMVfc might say. upon tin' table, 
where they are Inspected and weighed. 

The mils, undergoing this test with mar- 
vellous rapidity, are next conveyed by a belt 
to iiuothcr machine, which puts tops on 
them, crimping tin' edges firmly. Thence

Al- 
ready many rive . have been made barren 
of suluion by these methods, and the Slip- 
ply bus been .kepi up only by the inultipll- 
catlou of canneries and the incidental ex- 
pansion of the lish lug operations over a 
greater territory. 

The newly-studied nest-building habits of 
the salmon, as observed In Alaska, are very | 
remarkable Indeed. When the female Is 
ready to spawn, she seeks a piece of sandy 
or gravelly bottom ln a pool or eddy, where 
the water Is two or three feet deep, and 
there Sue makes an excavation by plowing 
the sand with her nose and scraping it oul 
with her mil. The cavity thus formed may 
be as .much as three feet In diameter and lk 
inches deep. Here Mist r.-.-is Salmon de- j 
posits her eggs, mill .her chosen mute for- , 
tlllzes them with ills nillt, after which 
they are covered by pushing the gravel j 
over tueni, thus completing the nest. After- j 
wards the parents remain close by, light- 
ing oft" every tlsh that ventures to come 
near, until at length they become extremely 
emaciated and die. 

Tin- eggs deposited in thls'onnner are'not I 
batched for three or four months, but early 
In the spring the young fry can be seen by 
luktn;' up n haridfubof gravel from tin- hot- 
torn. On being released they wriggle back j 
and burrow In the guild again. At live 
months after the spairnlng the young fishes I 
begin to dodge about urrder slimes and 

slicks, come to the surface oecusl Ily, 

nibble ut some passing object, and dart 
hack- again. While still In the egg they lire 
exposed to many cjreinlcs. and the worst of

Hacking plant Is situated. They employ this 
time in making "enn bodies." the lops uud 
bottoms bolmr left to be soldered by mil- 
elitaery. In 1S08 the Ahiskau salmon pars 
utilized nbnut -l-I.OnO.OOO cans, which re- 
quired for their manufacture loojiou boxes 
of tin plate, weighing 10,000,000 pounds and 
costing j-100,000, Tin obtnlned from mines 
In this country Is largely used for that pari 
of the puck which Is' sold for I ic con- 
sumption, but Imported tin is required for 
the superior export goods. 

As already suggested, the greatest danger 
to the prospects of Alaskan salmon rivers 
'due i I'cs In the practise, which is unite general, 
—ail i" f barricading them, so that no spawning 

Ilish can ascend them. The origin of this 

practice dates back to a period prior tn the 
acquisition of Alaska by the Unitoil States. 
The Ilussians built "sapors" or damn with 
stone piers across the streams, near the 
settlements, from which they drew their 
salmon supnlv. The ruins of some are still 
standing. Tbev doubtless got tile lilen rrom 
the Indians, When the first fisheries for 
the canneries were organized these devices 
were In use. and In some Instances were so 
Ingeniously arranged that the tlsh were car- 
t-led out high and dry Into a basket. At one 
nlace nil liul'nn owner of n river used to 
boast that his trap was so cleverly ar- 
ranged that not n lish could get up the 
si renin: tlint he caught them nil. 
that the Indians appreciated the 
nf allowing the fish to ascend tl 
to spawn, and, ttierefore. nftc 
tlielr winter supply, thej 
elides.

ORGANIZATION OF 

THE OPPOSITION. 

The Globe says that the Colonist has 
avoided the principal point of its article 
to which reference was made in these 
columns, which it siiys was the necessity 
for the re-organiitation of the opposition. 
If our contemporary will amend its ex- 
pression by making it read "organiza- 
tion of the opposition," we do not know 
why we cannot join with it very folly in 
its appeal to the people of British Colum- 
bia. To contend that there is such an 
organized opposition in this province as 
the exigencies of the situation call for 
would be to betray ignorance of recent 
local history. Under normal political 
conditions, when it party in power ha.s 
been -supplanted hy n new combination, 
the defeated ministry may be very prop- 
erly regarded as the nucleus and rally- 
ing .point of the opposition, who must 
exercise patience until events have so 
shaped themselves that success can be 
reasonably anticipated. But conditions 
in British Columbia are cot normal. 
They are exceedingly abnormal- The 
people are confronted with.u/n emergency 
so great that the question to l>o consid- 
ered is not one of men, nor even of old 
.political associations, but how host 
secure good government. The -Colonist 
lias been a warm friend of Mr. Turner 
-and would unhesitatingly give 'him 
full confidence again, but it knows that 
it voices -his views in saying that the 
claims of no individual to recognition 
because <>f his serviaes to tin- political 
party, viluch was overthrown. by the act 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, are worthy 
even of a secondary .pluce in this connec- 
tion.

The Cascade Kecord accepts the Attor- 
ney-Genernrs statement that the amend- 
ment to the two mining acts in regard 
to the expiry of certificates is intended 
only to apply to those granted after the 
act. came into force. Unfortunately the 
statement of the Attorney-General in this 
matter is worth simply nothing at all, 
except that it indicates how the govern- 
ment will construe the law, if occasion, 
arises. But the actual meaning of the 
.new provision Wi only he settled by the 
c6urts, lind they wuii!'.! not take the At- 
torney-General's statement as to the in- 
tention of the legislature. That inten- 
tion can only he gathered from the lan- 
guage of the law itself, which certainly 
does not say that its provisions only ap- 
ply to certificates granted after it came 
into operation. We quite believe that 
the Attorney-General meant, what he 
savs he did in drawing up the acts; but 
the gravest doubt exists as to whether he 
used language capable of being so con- 
strued. In view of the very important 
interests involved, we submit it to lie. j 
the duty of the government to have .he 1 
question settled by the courts :_t Klie 
earliest possible day. At any l.uiie the 
doubtful meaning of the language nsed 
may create trouble. Sales of churns lo- 
cated under certificates issued before the 
act came into operation may be thwarted 
because in the opinion of counsel, 
whom the wouM-he purchasers may con- 
sult, the act may be construed differeiV.l.v 
to the interpretation put upon it by the 
Attorney-General. Doubt has been 
thrown upon the validity of every sinking 
made under such certificates since 
May :Ust, and if tin- ground 
is re^stnked by [persons holding 
eertiliuates issued since May .'fist, the 
courts «uuy hold the latter to lie valid. 
The opinion of lie' courts ought to he 
obtained at the earliest possible day, ami 
if it is to the effect that the Attoruey- 
General's view is incorrect, .the legisla- 
ture ought to hi' at once called together 
to 'correct the -error. The question is 
almost certain to be raised fur adjudica- 
tion sooner or Hater, and the sooner it is 
disposed of -the less mischief will be 
riuimil, if it nil ill I be dieided that all cer- 
tificates outstanding on May 31st i>x-

A RAILWAY COMMISSION. 

On May 31s1 the Colonist in a brief 
paragraph referring to the debate in the 
bouse on the question of a railway com- 
mission expressed surprise that tin- gov- 
ernment appeared to have changed its 
policy in ibis matter, ami expressed a 
desire to learn the reasons. Since then 
the Hansard report of the discussion lias 
been received, and ive learn from it that 
the telegraphic synopsis of the proceed- 
ings, while literally accurate, conveyed 
u wrong impression. The matter was 
brought up by a resolution moved by Mr. 
Rutherford, which in general terms de- 
clared that the public interest demands 
the creation of a railway commission. 
Among those who supported it was Mr. 
Bostock, who spoke at considerable 
length anil took so extreme a position 
that Sir Charles Tupper, who followed, 
in a half serious way treated his remarks 
as an expression of want of confidence in 
the government. Sir Charles does not 
appear to think it necessary that a com- 
mission should bo created, holding that 
Uie railway committee of the Pirwj 'Coun- 
cil has hitherto been found quite able to 
deal with all questions which arise, and 
cam reasonably be expected fo properly 
safeguard the interests of the public in 
the future. Most of the speeches were 
in favor of the principal involved in the 
motion. The views of the government 
were expressed by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
mid Mr. Blair. The former said he 
agreed with Sir Charles Tupper as to the 
satisfaction given in the past by the rail- 
way committee of the Privy Council, ami 
its ability to deal with all cases arising 
in the future, but he pointed out that it 
was difficult for people, living at a dis- 
tance from Ottawa, to present their 
grievances to that body on account of the 
time and expense involved. Therefore he 
thought it might he' desirable to estab- 
lish such a board as exists in Euglnnd 
to deal with differences arising between 
localities or business men and the mil-

Persons who do not go off the .main 
thoroughfares have very little idea of 
the amount of building that ha.s been 
done in Victoria during the last year or 
two. it is necessary to go to the less 
frequented districts to learn what has 
been and what is being done. A visitor 
might easily come to the city anil go 
away again without it ever occurring 
him that much progress is being made. 
The new residences do not show up con- 
spicuously as they do ill Vancouver. 
While these new homes have multiplied 
there is no increase in the number of va- 
cant houses. In fact these seem to be 
fewer than they were two years ago. 
This means that the population of the 
city is steadily growing at a fairly rapid 
rate.

John D. Rockefeller, the originator 
and head of the great Standard Oil 
trust, and one of the three wealthiest 
men iu the world.

: AMERICAN REVENUE FLEET 

Corwin Having Trouble With Her 
Tow— Thetis Starts For Siberia. 

A report lias reached Port Townscnd 
that the revenue cutter Corwin is hav- 
ing trouble with the large barge she is 
towing to the mouth of the Yukon river, 
to be used as a coaling station for the 
Yukon river cutter Nunivak. Sunday, 
June 4, the Corwin and her tow en- 
countered a severe storm in the Gulf of 
Georgia, which nearly resulted in the 
loss of the barge. 

The Corwin succeeded in reaching 
shelter with the barge, which had her I 
hog chains broken and was otherwise 
damaged, After repairs are completed 
the Corwin will proceed northward. 

The revenue cutter Rush, with the 
stern-wheel steamer Nunivak in tow, 
started on Tuesday on the long voyage ! 
from Fort Townsend to St. Michael, at 
which port the latter vessel will enter I 
upon her duties of patrolling the Yukon 
river in the interests of the United I 
States government. 

The Nunivak will make no attempt to 
gain headway of her own accord unless 
unusually line weather is experienced, j 
aud tlie sturdy little Rush will have 
her hands full handling the unwieldy 
packet. Seafaring men in Fort Town- 
send predict that if any bad weather is 
experienced the Nunivak will never 
reach the Yuaon. 

Shortly after the Rush and Nunivak 
started, the converted cutter Thetis 
hoisted anchor aud plodded away on her 
voyage to Siberia. This completes the 
sailing of vessels belonging to this sea- 
son's Behring Sea fleet.

RAl LWA Y- FERRY CON N E 0T1ON. 

Sir: The vote of $230 by the board 
of aldermen to enable inquiries to be 
made as to the railway-ferry proposal 
between Victoria and the Fraser valley 
seems altogether unnecessary, When 
what is known as the DcCosmos scheme 
was before the public, details of survey, 
cost of ferry, etc., were prepared, and 
are still available. Information concern- 
ing the Sidney road should not he dilli- 
cult to obtain, as the nominal owners of 
that jerk-water liuo should be pleased 
to furnish any necessary details that 
would promote its purchase. The Vic- 
toria, Vancouver & E2oster.ii promoters 
have always claimed that they spent 
considerable money in obtaining prelim- 
inary surveys and estimates of cost, and 
those suffering patriots would perhaps 
strain a iwint aud provide tiny facts that 
would further the building of a portion 
of the line. While not in the confidence 
of the few who have the mutter in hand, 
it lias been stated that tile line would 
1 run from Point Roberts landing to Ghilli- 
wack, joining the Great Northern at 
South Westminster, and the Northern 
Pacific and Canadian Pacific at the 
Mission. If the primary object is to 
develop the Fraser valley and bring that 
fertile section into cheap and rapid eoiu- 
lnuuicatiou with Victoria, the scheme of 
avoiding direct connection with Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster is Bound; hut 
1 was under the impression that the chief 
end in view was to provide rapid con- 
nection "with these cities and the C. P. 
It., aud a means of receiving and send- 
ing freight without breaking bulk. 1 1 
does not. seem sound business to expect 
that the Northern Pacific will haul Vic- 
toria freight from Seattle to the bound- 
ary line, there to be handed over to the 
local line, to be again hauled to the 
ccast, ferried to the Island ajid l>y rail 
from Sidney to Victoria— and to do all 
this extra haulage at the same rate an 
goods are now delivered in Victoria by 
the present method. This holds good 
in a lesser degree with respect to 
freight by the Great Northern, which 
line would have to haul the freight from 
£ -«tt to South Westminster, there to

So f*r as passengers 
are concerned, no traveler over the 
American lines would care to spend the 
time and inconvenience of travelling two 
or three hundred miles to reach Victoria, 
when it can be accomplished by a trip of 
(it) miles from Seattle. Neither would 
this ferry scheme furnisli us- with 
quicker and more comfortable service 
to the Mainland cities. Therefore the 
present steamer lines .would still require 
to be operated. If the COnneetl.OB Via 
Point. Roberts provided a fast service 
direct with Vancouver there would he 
merit in it, for after all said and done, 
what Victoria requires is more rapid and 
frequent connection with the C. P. K., 
that line bringing the bulk of bur 
through freight, and being -the only dis- 
tributor available for seven-eighths of 
the goods that wo sell to Mainland 
points. The Dunsmuir scheme recog- 
nized and provided for this, and its with- 
drawal is to he deplored. Without the 
co-operation of the O. P. R., no scheme 
for better connection will he of practical 
value 1o Victoria. 

At the meeting iu the board of trade 
rooms, the reverse would seem to be the 
opinion of those taking the most promi- 
nent part in the discussion when consid- 
ering the Sidney-Point Roberts scheme. 
But without the co-operation of the C. 
I'. It., wherein would Victoria be better 
off, so far as transcontinental connection 
is concerned? Every passenger going or 
coming would take the steamer to and 
from Vancouver or Seattle. We would 
gain only the advantage of the trade 
of the Fraser valley, and this in compe- 
tition with Vancouver, a nearer point. 
If Victoria is to give largely in not of a 
railway ferry connection with the Main- 
land, let us first ho certain that we arc 
yetting what we are paying for. mid 
Victoria will not receive it by the con- 
struction of a line to Cliilliwack. The 
connection must he rapid and direct. 

While the public are being bewildered 
by these many proposals! of railway 
ferries, will it not bp wise to also con- 
sider the question of more rapid and 
frequent steamer service with Vancou- 
ver? The suggestion made in your edi- 
torial columns the other day that a sub- 
sidy be given for a .'t'ljhour service with 
Vancouver is a practical one. and should 
be given earnest consideration. If Vic- 
toria could secure such a. service it 
would bring enough additional business 
to more than recoup the city for the 

annual expeuditur cestui ry to induce 

its operation. The bringing of freight in 
cars to Victoria is more or los»n ;i senti- 
mental question, unless the arrangement 
with the railway company was such that 
Victoria would be the actual as weJl as 
the nominal terminus of the transconti- 
nental line. If we have no steamships 
to load and unload, wherein would 
our commerce he jit all augmented 
by the connection? The C. 1'. K. steam- 
ships would still go to Vancouver, and 
the Northern Pacific nnd Great Northern 
lines to Seattle and Tacoma. Tvet us 
not bo led away by the sentimental as- 
pect of the case, but only give value for 
a practical and profitable advantage.

Grand Forks, Jane 10 John A. Manly 

returned on Tuesday from the East. He 
visited Chicago and Toronto. The "father 
of Grand Forks," who Is looking remark- 
ably well, expressed himself as delighted 
to be home again. The public service he 
rendered whilst In the Bast in drawing 
attention to the Illimitable mining and 
agricultural possibilities of the Boundnry 
country cannot be overestimated. Hi' found 
lids region to lie an absorbing theme of 
conversation among thousands of people, 
and dispelled any lurking doubts In the 
minds of scores of capitalists who con- 
templated making heavy Investments In 
Southern British Columbia, 

•'The Boundary country." he observed, "is 
Is the tip tills year.. I am happy to state that 
my trip was satisfactory In every respect. 
I succeeded In every undertaking 1 started 
out to accomplish. The Impression 1 found 
was that a wave of remarkable prosperity 
has struck both Canada and the United 
States. Factories, though working over- 
time, cannot supply goods fast enough. 
Wages are higher than ever, and thousands 
of men hitherto unemployed have been en- 
rolled in the army of producers and wage- 
earners.

June 10.— Alleged unpaid 
llvldends, confused stage drivers, lame 
linclt horses and seized vehicles form n 
tangle In a dispute between rival stage 
lines thai the American courts- will shortly 
attempt to unravel. The complicate! mix- 
Is a sequence of the mile of the ontlK 
nnd goodwill of the Marcus & Republic 
Transportation A- Express Company to the 
Columbia Stage Line for SW.OOO. The deal 
was made without the knowledge and eon- 
sent of .1. I, Daniel, vice-president, trustee 
and assistant general manager of the former 
company. As soon ns he learned of the 
negotiations concluded by his associates, 
lie quietly rode over to Grand Forks ami 
lutiur up the Flyer stage. Encouraged by 
lenil'ng citizens, be returned to Rosshnrg 
on his own account In the morrrlng on the 



'company's buck-hoard Oyer With' a full load 
of passengers. He also induced nil ' the 
drivers to desert the old company and 
enter his employ. The service thus estab- 
lished Is maintained daily with first-class 
spring wagons. Every Individual In Grand 
Forks Is a worker for the new line, and 
In consequence the old line goes- out of here 
dallv without a passenger from this city, 
The service will he extended next week 
to Greenwood and Republic. 

One of the stages appropriated by Mr. 
Daniel was taken from him at Rossburg 
by legal process. Lawyers will earn big 
fees ill attempting to settle the question 
of the ownership of a number of the horses, 
tents, etc. 

The version of the affair given by Mr. 
Daniel makes him out a much Injured man. 
he said: "Although I hail a quarter In- 
terest In the International Flyer and gave 
four months of my time wit limit remunera- 
tion, tli- deal with the Columbia Stage 
Line was made without my knowledge 
and consent. I contributed ten horses and 
live sols of harness and one wagon. The 
outfit was sold for one-half Its value. I 
will sue my former associates for dam- 
ages, nnd have retained the services of a 
leading attorney of Spokane. Resides two 
of the rigs I retain possession of, four 
head of horses and sets of harness which 
were stolen from me by a teamster In the 
employ of the Columbia company. One of 
my drivers, too, was Illegally arrested at 
Bossburg. 1 wdll light the matter to a 
finish. The service will be extended to 
Republic and Greenwood. I have strong 
financial backing, and will win out bauds 
down."

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EIGHT HOURS IN COLORADO. 

Refusal to Pay Long Wages for Short 
Day Closes All Trust Smelters, j 

Denver, June 13.— Tula morning the 
managers of the Omaha uud Grant smelt- 
ers began blowing out their furnaces, and 
by to-morrow night, every plant belong- 
ing to the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company, otherwise known as th* 
smelting trust, will be closed down, 
throwing several thousand employees out 
of employment, and incidentally a much 
larger number of miners in coal as well 
tis metalliferous mines, coke burners, 
teamsters and other workmen. The ef- 
fect of the shutdown upon Colorado can 
hardly be computed at this time. The 
shutdown is the result of the eight-hour 
law, which goes into effect Thursday. 

By the closing of the Grant and Globe 
smelters in this city about 1,100 men will 
be out of employment. Neither the man- 
agement nor the men anticipate that the 
closing will be for long. The union has 
assurance from Mr. Granl that he will 
not operale his plant with imported men. 

It is estimated that (lie shutdown of 
the trust smelters, if long continued, will 
necessitate the closing of TO per cent, of 
the mines in Colorado, and will have a 
disastrous effect upon all industries in 
the state. The smelter managers propose 
to bring about a test case before the 
Supreme Court as soon as possible to 
determine the constitutionality of the 
eight-hour law. 

The slate board of arbitration 1ms of- 
fered its services as mediator between 
the employers and employees, ami ii is 
hoped that a new wage scale will be 
agreed upon within a few weeks.

Chop feed Is ex- 
pected to be affected by the rise la oats, 
nnd old prices are looked for again for , 
two or three months, when the new crop 
comes In. Wheat has stiffened, It Is said 
because of speculation, and while no change 
has yet been made on retail quotations of 
Hour, the effect is bound to be felt shortly. ; 

The fruit supply is kept up almost wholly 
by California. Cherries are costing the I 
retailers more this week than last, and 
It is feared that the Southern supply will 
be suddenly cut oil'. Navel oranges are 
disappearing fust, lmt there is a good 
variety of other fruits to supplant these 
two, the past week having seen the first 
peaches and apples reach I he city from 
Sun Francisco. The last tomatoes to arrive 
were all green, nnd are not selling very 
rapidly. Tills was In contrast with some 
raised at home in hot -houses, which sold 
with very great rapidity. The past week has 
also seen the Introduction of mushrooms 
and green corn. The former are now being 
raised for the market by a party near 
Beacon hill, who seem in a fair way to 
make a success of the venture. They, too. 
were grown artificially und were sold 
us quickly as they were placed on the 
market. British Columbia creamery butter 
lias been reduced live cents u pound tlds 
week, und Is now retailing al 20 cents. 
Imported eggs have dropped to 20 cents 
a dozen, but fresh eggs command 
the usual prices. A considerable reduction 

on beef Is also looked for shortly. Fish, 
•sf.rtTcularly halibut, are how very plentiful, 
and no scarcity Is again expected until 
the Indians begl uto head for the Crascr.

Major Albert il. Haider, V. G. K., 
special correspondent of the Renter's 
Telegram Company for the American 
and Canadian gold fields, arrived at tin' 
Driard last, evening, having come over 
from Vancouver on the Islander, on his 
way to the Klondike and other gold dis- 
tricts of the North. Major Haider is a 
mining expert of wide fame, anil his 
correspondence to neuter's will be of 
gn at interest and value to investors, and 
go far toward fixing the definite value 
of the new mineral areas of the Far 
North. Major Haider has recently been 
much in .South Africa, including 
Rhodesia, where he says there are many 
excellent mining properties, twenty or 
more which could be made dividend pro- 
ducers within a year. Of course 
Rhodesia is doing everything possible to 
put the value of her mines prominent Jy 
before the world, being in this respect 
the direct antithesis of Canada, where 
tile people do not seem to realize, and 
certainly do not emphasize, the immen- 
sity of their mineral resources. British 
Columbia shares this characteristic of 
the Dominion of which it is a part, 
indeed, says Major Haider humorously, 
it seems that the Canadians take their 
sleeping draught three times a day with 
meals; if British Columbia's mines, 
actual and prospective, were in South 
Africa, all the worJd would very .soon 
hear of their worth, and all the capital- 
ists of the world would be interested in 
them.

ESQ IT MA LT DOCK CHARGES. 

Vancouver Board of Trade Joins in 
Protest Against Blow at Private 
Enterprise. 

The News- Advertiser's report, of a 
meeting of tin- Vancouver board of trade 
on Tuesday says: 

Mr. ('■ Gattliner-.Tohnson brought up 
the vexed question of the reduction of 
the government dry dock rates at 
Esquimalt. He briefly referred to the 
institution of the Bullen marine ways at 
Victoria and Vancouver. He said that 
$40,000 had been spent by Messrs. Bill- 
ion on the Vancouver ways, which would 
be ready in a few days, it was expected. 
Ami now just at this moment the gov- 
ernment had chosen to reduce its rate ,"il) 
per cent. Mr. Johnson -declared that in 
asking that the rates be kept at. the old 
figure, the board would not be doing in- 
jury to shipping interests. The Esqui- 
mau dock would only be used by vessels 
of large tonnage of the man-of-war type. 
The ordinary ships would use the pri- 
vate wnyn. Mr. Johnson spoke al 
some length, urging that the board mem- 
orialize the Dominion government, with 
a view to having the rates restored. He 
did not think it was right that the gov- 
ernment should enter into competition 
with private concerns. He concluded 
by moving the following resolution: 

" Whereas the board recognizes tlx' 
advantage to the city of Vancouver of 
providing facilities to shipping in the 
way of docking and repairing; 
"And whereas the graving dock at 
j Esquimau is virtually controlled by the 
Admiralty, for docking Her Majesty's 
ships, to the exclusion of merchant ves- 
sels in dock; 

"And whereas the Vancouver Marine 
Railway Company, relying upon the 
maintenance of rates by the Dominion 
government hitherto charged at Esqui- 
mau, which have been lower than those 
charged at Tacoma and San Francisco, 
and with the object of furnishing such 
necessary docking facilities have ex- 
pended a lnrge amount of capital in a 
marine railway at this port; 

"And whereas the Dominion govern- 
ment have reduced such dock charges 
below the rates obtaining at all other 
Dominion graving docks; 

"And whereas the charges obtaining 
prior to the present reduction were ."() 
per cent, below the rates of all other 
Pacific coast: docks, and considerably 
lower than the rate at Hongkong: 

"And whereas the present rates are 
reduced to a point below which it is im- 
possible for the marine railway so con- 
structed here to operate profitably; 

"And whereas if such rates are main- 
tained the marine railway will be closed 
down, thus depriving Vancouver of the 
necessary docking facilities and throw- 
ing a largo number of men out of em- 
ployment : 

"And whereas this board feels assured 
that the aim of the government is not 
to place such charges below a reasonable 
scale, as compared with those charged 
at the Coast points, nor to enter into 
unjust competition with existing private 
companies: 

" Be il resolved that the minister of 
public works be requested to re-consider 
the mutter of the reduction in rates at 
Esquimalt, with the view of reverting to 
the schedule previously in force." 

Mr. Johnson made another point to 
the effect that if a ship went on the 
government dry dock at Esquimau, it 
could be ordered olT the ways at a mo- 
ment's notice in the event of a warship 
requiring attention. He remarked fur- 
tber that three vessels had recently spent 
9100,000 mi the Billion ways at Esqui- 
mau. He concluded bv asserting that 
private concerns- would make more 
pioney by shutting- down to-morrow 
than by attempting to compete with the 
gevernnient rates nl the present figur". 

In answer to Mr. A. Williams. Mr. 
Johnson said that the object would be 
served if the government undertook not 
to serve vessels tinder 1.000 tons. 

Mr. John Hendry, as one who used 
marine n ays and knew their value, had 
pleasure in seconding the ri 'olution. 
The government's conteninlntoil action 
practically meant the closing of nrivnHt 

drv docks, for sncji could not pele 

with the rates proposed. It wouJd have 
been much more to the point if the 



Quebec rates had been lowered instead 
of the Esquimau figures. 

Mr. John Darling concurred with the 
mover and seconder. The smaller boats 
would be the oues that would suffer, 
While the larger ones would get in 
cheaper. 

Mr. F. Buscombe was of the sa.me 
view. It seemed that nearly aJI the 
vessels owned in the province were of 
small tonnage. The new schedule in- 
creased the. cost of docking small vessels 
and lowered it for large ones. Mr. 
Johnson's remark, too. as to vessels 
having to make way for warships at 
the government ways was true enough, 
as he could instance. It was strange 
that the government should choose to 
lower the rates at EsqUimnlt and not at 
Quebec or Halifax. 

The vote being taken, the resolution 
was unanimously carried. 



MYSTIC SHBINEBS. 

Five Thousand of Them on Parade in 
Buffalo and Having a Great Time. 

Buffalo, June 14,— The Mystic Shrin- 
ers continued to arrive in the city all 
day and to-night the town is crowded to 
the doors. Rauicsis Temple of Toronto, 
headed by the brass band and pipe band 
of the 48th Highlanders, came in shortly 
after noon. Their arrival marked one 
of the prettiest features of tiie day. On 
reaching the Tiff I House, the headquar- 
ters of the Temple, the Nobles were 
grouped facing the hotel. Before the by- 
standers had had time in which to mo- 
mentarily calculate what would be the 
next move, two of the Nobles appeared 
on the balcony. One waved a small Am- 
erican Hag over his head. The cheers 
from the Nobles of [tamesis rolled forth 
in great volumes, which bespoke the 
friendly relations existing between the 
United Slates anil Canada, and the 
throng of people in the vicinity recogniz- 
ed the graceful act witli a multitude of 
cheers.
